League of Atlanta and members of the 
general council are weary of following 
out the policy of “watchful waiting” in 
the gas war, and within the next ten 
days the Atlanta Gas Light company, 
which controls a monopoly in the local 
field, will be cited to show cause why 
it should not materially reduce its 
resent flat “dollar” gas rate. 
Councils investigating committee 
Was organized Friday. It is now ready 
to plunge into the preliminary skirmish 
With the gas company in the fight for 
lower rates launched by the league and 
advocated by The Constitution. 
Alderman I. N. Ragsdale, of the tenth 
ward, is chairman of the committee. 
and Councilman Geerge Boynton, of 
the sixth, is secretary. The committee 
will be in session at frequent intervals. 
Consumer and manufacturer will be 
given ad suate hearings. 
Rates in Different Cities. 
Statistics gathered by The Constitu- 
tion from government reports compiled 
by the bureau of standards, show that 
Atlanta is one of three important cities 
in the United States paying a rate of 


‘$1 per thousand cubic feet for cooking 


and illuminating gas. The other cities 
are New York and Seattle. New York 
city has a flat rate of 80 cents within 
the city’ lir , Dut the companies serv- 
ing the suburbs are allowed to charge 
$1 per thousand. Birmingham has a 
¥0-cent-rate at present, but under the 
agreement 2 the city forced the 
Birmingham Light and Power company 
Lo accept, consumers will enjoy a slid- 
ing scale, and within a few years the 
rate will be down to 65 cents. 

Rates in twenty cities on December 
31, 1913, were as follows: Baltimore, 
Richmond, 90 cents; Wash- 
gton, 85 cents; Boston, 80 cents; fall 
80 cents; New York city, 
York (suburban), $1; 
I., 85 cents; Scranton, 
Cleveland, 80 cents; De-

feet is excessive is borne out by the 
report of the Atlanta Gas Light com- 
par; made to city and state in 1913. 
According to the company’s own figures 
4n its report, it did a gross business of 
$353,100, and the company acknowl- 
edges in its report that its gross prof- 
its amounted to practically $400,000.

ARE WE READY? 


The opening of the Panama canal to 
traffic on August 15 will inaugurate an era 
of opportunity and obligation to the south- 
ern people. The announcement by Secre- 
tary Garrison that the big ditch will be 
ready for use then ought to bring all the 
trade bodies in the south to redouble activ- 
ity in the matter of actual preparation. 

The south is not now prepared for the 
prospects that open along with the canal. 
During the past few years we have had 
plenty of admonition, of boasting, of proph- 
ecy. But how much real preparation? 

It must be remembered as a primary 
fact that the southern communities that will 
profit most from the canal are the manufac- 
turing communities, specifically the commu- 
nities that are manufacturing those com- 
modities and articles used and demanded 
by the west coast of South America and 
the Oriental countries. 

It is not specially in evidence that the 
cities and towns with the facilities for 
manufacturing these articles have been 
actively engaged in preparing to capitalize 
7 their opportunities. The southern ports, or 
most of them, have been energetic enough. 
They are preparing to reap whatever har- 
vest there lies in handling traffic for the 
transcontinental traffic. But the handling 
of freight is the very smallest item in the 
transaction. It is the creation of freight to 
be handled that counts in the way of profits. 

Atlanta, for example, ought to be the 
southern city benefiting most from the 
great stimulus given to trade by the canal. 
The city is situated in the heart of a great 
natural storehouse of the materials from 
which are manufactured goods needed in 
South America and the Far East. We have 
the railroad facilities and they are being 
improved: every month. We have supera- 
bundant hydro-electric power, and we are 
in close touch with the coal fields of Ala- 
bama. We have the sites, and we are train- 
ing the men, technically. 

How about the actual factories and the 
trade-getting machinery? These are im- 
proving by big strides. Atlanta’s manufac- 
turing growth has been marvelous and is 
continuously so. But comsidering our pecu- 
liar advantages and opportunities, our equip- 
ment is not such as it ought to be to meet 
both, and harvest on them. We ought to 
be in closer touch with South America and 
the Orient. We ought to have more fac- 
tories, and an extension of those in exist- 
ence. We ought to be more energetic in 
enlisting capital in its chances here. 

This summons to activity is meant for 
the whole south. But it has particular 
reference to Atianta. 
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ONE OF THE WORMS TURNS. 

T. R. is going to be sued! And by no 
~less iniquitous and debased and abhorrent 
an individual than William Barnes, Mr. 
Barnes of New York—*“Boss” Barnes. 

The Colonel has prodded a good many 
worms in his day. Malefactors of great 
wealth, “men with hard faces and bodies 
that are soft,’ eminent pillars of the 
Ananias club, and other worms, large and 
small, tomato-worm size, army-worm size, 
all the way from 22-caliber short up to 
44-caliber. And he has “gotten away with 
it.” Some of the worms retorted, but their 
feeble remarks were drowned in the tor- 
nado of laughter and applause that followed 
the “swift swat” of the Colonel. Why, he 
even “swatted” one of them out in Michi- 
gan, with the very club Mr. Barnes now 
uses on the Colonel, the libel club. The 
Michigan worm, a reckless little editor, had 
charged persistently that the water-wagon 
and the Colonel were total strangers. 
Whereupon the Colonel proved before a 
jury of his peers that he was the driver of 
the water-wagon itself, and this particular 
worm joined others who had dared malign 
the Sacred Presence. 

But the Barnes worm turns, and turns 
with a vengeance. The Colonel has been 


saying. some mighty calumnious things |

about Mr. Barnes. He has been insinuat- 
ing that the only thing that prevents Mr. 
Barnes from walking away with the state 
of New York is the fortunate fact that it is 
nailed down. Mr. Barnes objects. Mr. 
Barnes’ patience has worn so thin that even 
court plaster won't patch it. He has feel- 
ings, even though he is a politician, and a 
highly successful one. So he is going to 
give the Colonel a chance to prove legally 
the sulphurous charges the Colonel has 
made verbally and on paper. 

Of course, there is the possibility the 
suit is simply political, and brought to em- 
barrass the bull moose in the approaching 
campaign. Whatever the case, the Colonel, 
Mr. Barnes and the country will get a lot 
of fun out of it. We won’t undertake to 
predict the result. But it is a dead cer- 
tainty the Colonel will be able to take care 
of himself. 


READY FOR SPRING STREET. 

Atlanta and Fulton county are to be 
congratulated that technical obstacles have 
been cleared away and that the board of 
aldermen has finally concurred with council 
in the improvement of Spring street. The 
mayor has heartily advocated it—so the 
next thing now is the actual work of reha- 
bilitating the street. ! 

This assures that the city and county 
will soon have an unobstructed, crow-line 
boulevard from Brookwood virtually to Five 
Points. South-bound traffic coming into 
town can reach Five Points via Luckie 
street or down Marietta, at its widest point. 
The street is apt to be forever clear of car 
tracks, since transportation facilities on 
both of its flanks are ample. 

The improvement of Spring is a part of 
the general scheme including the completed 
improvement of Ivy and the improvement 
of West Peachtree, now under way. 
Neither of these projects take care of 
traffic, or relieve Peachtree from the tre- 
mendous burden, more than a part of the 
way. The Spring street extension and im- 
provement affords relief for virtually the 
entire distance of that portion where the 
demand is greatest. 

Atlanta, Fulton and the adjoining coun- 
ties are the beneficiaries; since the new 
north and south route lightens the had on 
the most traveled thoroughfare in the city, 
and quickens the time to the city for 
vehicles by many minutes. 


HOW MANY TUBERCULOUS? 


Sir William Osler told an audience at 
Leeds, England, the other day that prob- 
ably 90 per cent of them were infected with 
tuberculosis. “If with the aid of radium 
and a microscope I could look at the chests 
of the audience I am addressing, in 90 per 
cent of them I should discover a small focus 
or area of tuberculosis.” 

The statement is startling, but it prob- 
ably is true, and it need not be in the least 
degree alarming. The most reliable 
scientists of our day are now beginning to 
believe that every single man, woman and 
child of us is infected with tuberculosis at 
some time of their lives. Post-mortems in 
a great number of cases have demonstrated 
the presence of healed-over tuberculosis 
lesions where they had never been suspected 
and where the patient had suffered appar- 
ently no impairment of health. 

A theory that is gaining ground in the 
medical world is that we are born with the 
tubercle bacillus in our bodies. It is already 
established that the colon bacillus is in 
the intestine of every babe at birth. Very 
occasionally this bacillus leaves the intes- 
tine and causes trouble. In the overwhelm- 
ing majority of cases people go through life 
without any suffering or inconvenience 
from it. 

Scientists now seek, here and there, to 
set up a partial comparison in the operation 
of the two “bugs.” If it be conceded, for the 
that we are born with 
the tubercle bacillus, as with the colon 
bacillus, and that both become virulently 
active only under abnormal conditions; we 
shall account for a great many of the other- 
wise unexplained phenomena of human 
tuberculosis. For instance, it has been 
shown that often children develop tuber- 
culosis seemingly spontaneously—that is, 
without having been subject to contagion, 
so far as records can be traced. 

Whatever the truth, it is just as well 
that knowledge regarding tuberculosis be 
distributed widely as publicity will let us. 
We have as yet discovered no specific, but 
we have effective ways of handling the dis- 
ease in its incipiency, and it at least is cer- 
tain that with proper diligence we can cut 
down the death rate. And that is worth 
while, since the great white plague is the 
most devastating of all diseases.

Editor Constitution: There is developing 
a sentiment of co-operation among farmers 
along strictly business lines in many sections 
of the cotton belt which is already bearing 
good fruit. 

Thinking and progressive farmers who 
Srow cotton are waking up to these two 
facts: First, that the middlemen in the cotton 
trade operating between the growers and the 
spinners are not only too numerous, but are 
too burdensome. Secondly, that by co-opera-~ 
tion among themselves cotton growers can 
successfully organize and capitalize small 
cotton companies which’will supply the me-~- 
dium for handling the staple from the local 
markets to the consuming centers in this 
country and Europe. 

Bearing upon this subject, I wish to call 
attention to the methods émployed in the 
organization and operation of these co-oper~ 
ative cotton marketing companies, and which 
I have personally assisted in developing. 

In, the summer of 1911, at Greenwood, 
Miss., I helped to organize the Yazoo and 
Mississippi Delta Cotton company, capital- 
ized at $25,000. 

The stockholders in the company were all 
cotton planters, residing in that immediate 
section. Each subscriber to the stock came 
in upon a basis of $1 per share for each 
bale of cotton raised on his farm a normal 
year. For instance, if his average produc- 
tion was 200 bales, he subscribed for 200 
shares at $1 per share, so that the capital- 
ization of $25,000 represented an annual pro- 
duction of 25,000 bales of cotton by the sub- 


scribing stockholders, 

This method of subscribing and organiza- 
tion puts every stockholder on a fair and 
equitable basis with one another, and at the 
same time assures and guarantees a stipu- 
lated amount of cotton which the company 
can depend upon handling for each year. 

When a charter was secured, stock sub- 
scribed and by-laws adopted, perfecting the 
organization, a first-class cotton expert was 
employed to take charge of the grading and 
marketing of the crop. 

Connections were also made with good 
mill brokers in the cotton consuming centers 
of New England and the Carolinas. The by- 
laws of the company provided that the mem- 
bers of the company should have their cot- 
ton handled at a charge not exceeding 1 per 
cent-of the selling price of each bale, in- 
cluding furnishing daily quotations to stock- 
holders from the various mill centers. 


Benefit to Growers. 


Under this arrangement the growers who 
were members of the company were assured 
of two important facts: First, that prices 
offered came direct from spinners and were 
consequently maximum values for the staple, 
and, secondly, that the total commissions 
charged for negotiating the sale and han- 
dling the transaction of each bale would 
not exceed 1 per cent of the purchase price. 

The company also employed two or three 
local buyers to represent it in the purchase 
of cotton from those who were not members. 

The company opened offices and sample 
rooms in Greenwood, Miss., in September, 
1911, and at once began the handling of cot- 
ton for its members and also the purchase 
of cotton from others not members. 

Now comes the interesting and impressive 
feature of the business. This little co-oper- 
ative company has beenin business for three 
cotton seasons to date. It has, during that 
time, distributed in cash dividends to its 
stockholders 160 per cent, or an average of 
over 60 per cent per annum on the total 
capital invested. 

But this is not all. The members of the 
company claim that their largest earnings 
have been in the advanced or better prices 
received for their cotton, averaging from a 
half to two cents per pound more than they 
formerly received for selling it under the 
ordinary method of cotton buyers on a local 
market. 
company have their cotton handled direct to 
the spinners at a minimum of cost for mar- 
keting, and save to themselves the profits of 
the middleman. 

System Spreading. 


I was called to Greenville, Miss., 
months ago to assist in organizing a 
operative cotton marketing company among 
the planters of that section. In a short time 
a membership of 66 growers had been en- 
rolled, who produce an annual aggregate of 
25,000 bales of cotton and who jointly capl- 
talized the company for $26,000 on the basis 
of $1 per bale subscription to the stock. 

A high-class cotton man was secured to 
take charge of the business, with necessary 
assistants, and connections made with New 
England and the Carolinas. A co-operative 
working agreement was made between the 
company at Greenwood and the one at Green- 
ville, and the two companies jointly em- 
ployed a competent expert salesman to rep- 
resent them in Liverpool and Manchester. 

These two co-operative companies’ will 
have direct connections with mill centers 
in this country and Eurpoe the coming sea- 
son, and will be able to get tbe highest 
spinners’ prices for every bale offered for 
sale by the members of the companies. There 
can be no question as to the success of these 
companies. 

One big advantage in the organization of 
co-operative marketing companies is 
that they bring the growers into close and 
direct trade relations with the spinners and 
will tend to vapidly solve the present big 
problem of the economic’ handling of the 
south’s cotton crop, which is so imperatively 
demanded by all departments of the cotton 
trade, especially the growers and spinners. 

Il am receiving letters from many other 
points in the cotton belt asking for details 
regarding the best method for organizing 
these co-operative cotton companies. The 
proposition is a simple one, and if properly 
conducted will yield most satisfying results. 

If it costs $50 to produce a bale of cotton 
the producers can well afford to subscribe 
$1 per bale to capitalize a local co-operative 
cotton company in order to sell their. staple 
direct to the mills at a maximum price, and 
at a minimum of cost for handling each 
transaction. 

I am eratified to see this sentiment of 
co-operation developing and to note the 
splendid suecess of those who have already 
taken advantage of the movement. The or- 
ganization of these companies should be in 
every way encouraged until they have be- 
come universal all over the cotton belt.

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“WHY NOT TAFT?” 


(James Calloway in The Macon Telegrapn.) 

At the Athens convention of the U. D. C., 
October 31, 1912, Mrs. r. D. Lamar, 
address, said: “The objects of the U. ; 
organization are memorial, educational and 
social.” It is this non-partisan and non- 
political character of the organization that 
gives it such a hold on the public heart. 

When the daughters met at Arlington 

President Taft, in his cordial address, said 
that the occasion which brought the daugh- 
ters together “was not the mourning at the 
bier of a lost cause,” but to commemorate, 
in the erection of the monument, the hero- 
ism, the valor, the courage and endurance 
of the soldiers of the south. In that brief 
sentence President Taft explained to all the 
world the significance of our “Memorial 
day.” 
That was lofty ground the ex-president 
took when he declined to practice law. He 
had appointed so many of the members of 
the supreme court that he recognized thé 
impropriety of practicing before them. He 
said: “However fair a case might be de- 
cided the indignation of the man who lost, 
if I represented the winning side, would be 
to attribute the defeat to the fact that I had 
appointed the judge. Nothing should be done 
that would ever give justification for even 
the appearance of suspicion against the 
courts.” 

He held in high esteem Senator Bacon, 
and he gave ear to Senator Bacon’s advice 
in appointing Justice Lamar, of Augusta, 
who has been President Wilson’s representa- 
tive in the “mediation” to bring peace to 
Mexico. The conduct of Judge Taft was 
upward progress; it was love of country. 

And what was ever more tender than the 
tribute paid by Judge Taft to the memory 
of Archibald Butt in his dedication speech 
of the Memorial bridge, at Augusta. “I love 
to think of him,” said the ex-president, “as 
the best type of the new south with its full 
flavor of the chivalrous and patriotic senti- 
ment of the old south, strengthened by the 
trials of war and Hs consequences, mellowed 
by success in its struggles against obsta- 
cles after the war, and turned into the deep- 
est loyalty to the flag by the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war, and a sense of a full share tn the 
power and responsibility of the government 
of the country.” 

A man of Judge Taft's nobility of soul, 
his poise, his judicial temper, his lovable 
disposition, would be no partisan on the 
supreme bench. Georgia ‘would rejoice to 
see him appointed to the supreme court, The 
office is not political, but judicial, and Taft 
is so broad-minded.

THREE MILLION WILL BE ADDED 
TO THE TAX VALUES OF BIBB 


O. H. Cabanigss, chairman of the board 
of tax assessors of Bibb county, whose 
determination to enforce the law as to the 
taxation of mortgages and other invisible 
property raised such a storm of opposition 
to him in Macon, was a caller at the office 
of State Tax Commissioner John C. Hart 
yesterday. 

Mr. Cabaniss declared that the position 
taken by him and his supporters on the 
board of tax assessors would add to the 
digest of Bibb county about $3,000,000 which 
had not been paying taxes before. 

“As to the taxing of mortgages,” Mr. 
Cabaniss declared, “we simply followed the 
plain and mandatory direction of the law. 
The, tax equalization act did not make 
mortgages or other evidences of indebted- 
ness taxable. They have been subject to 
taxation ever since Georgia was a colony. 

“We have simply made people return for 
tax what the Jaw required them to return 
during all the past years of Georgia history. 
We could not do otherwise and do our duty. 
Nor is Georgia alone in this. I know of 
the holder of a mortgage of Macon real 
estate in Engiand who pays a heavy tax on 
that mortgage there. 

“They told us that Macon would be the 
only large city in the state where the taxa- 
tion of mortgages was insisted on. I re- 
plied I could not help it if that were the 
case, as 'we had no discretion except to do 
our duty.” 

Reports to the tax commissioner, how- 
ever, indicate that Macon will not be alone 
among the cities of the state to add millions 
of dollars to their tax values this year from 
mortgages. All the other leading cities 
will show big increases from property of 
this sort, hitherto unreturned, while the 
increase from Fulton county will be posi- 
tively enormous.

Two emissaries 
from General Carranza to General Za- 
pata are due in Vera Cruz tomorrow 
and will explain Zapata the con- 
ecessions and reforms planned by Car- 
ranza. Officials were confident an 
amicable understanding would be 
reached and did not attribute any sig- 
nificance to the activity of the rov- 
ing Zapatista bands near Mexico City. 

General Carranza Friendly. 

General Carranza through the Amer- 
ican consuls accompanying him sent 
renewed assurances of his friendliness 
for the United States and indicated he 
would make satisfactory arrangements 
concerning the amnesty and guaran- 
tees desired by the Carbajal govern- 
ment.

DEATH TAKES LEADER 
OF SCOTTISH MASONS 


Major J. D. Richardson, Sov- 
ereign Grand Commander, 
Dies at Murfreesboro. 


Nashville, Tenn. July ‘ 
James D. Richardson, aged 71 years, 
sovoreign grand commander of the 
Scottish Rite Masons, southern juris- 
diction, died at 4 o’clock this afternoon 
at his home at Murfreesboro, Tenn. 

He had been in feeble health for four 
years. A few weeks ago he left Wash- 
ington and went to his home at Mur- 
freesboro. A serious turn for the worse 
came ‘yesterday and he sank gradually 
from that time. 

Major Richardson was born in Ruth- 
erford county, Tennessee, and when 18 
years old enlisted in the confeaerate 
army as a frivate in the Forty-fifth 
Tennessee infantry, serving later for 
three years as adjutant of that regi- 
ment. 

He was elected to the Forty-ninth 
congress from the Fifth district of 
Tennessee, and served eighteen consec- 
utive years, being leader of the demo- 
cratic minority in congress when he 
refused another nomination. 

Forty-seven years ago he entered the 
Masonic order at Eufaula, Ala., and his 
rise was phenomenal. Witnin ua rew 
months he was elected to office In tnat 
lodge, and later in the lodge at Mur- 
freesboro. He was senior grand waraen 
in 1871, deputy grand master in 18/2and 
grand master of Tennessee in 1873 and 
grand high priest of the grand chapter 
in Tennessee, Royal Arch Masons.

New York, July 24.—Reasons for the 
further decline in quoted values to- 
day in the stock market lay largely on 
the surface.

Eries and Southern Raflways also 
were offered at marked concessions 
for foreign holders and half a score 
of active issues receded 1 to 3 points. 
Central Pacific rivalled Canadian Pa- 
cific’s drop of four points, selling un- 
der any price quoted in over a score 
of years. Later the grangers and 
trunk lines, as a whole, went lower.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, July 24.—The cotton mar- 
ket has experienced another week of 
relatively small fluctuations, with the 
trend upward for the first half of the 
week, owing to dry weather in Texas 
and Oklahoma, which pointed tg a crit- 
ical condition. of- the crop."if those 
States unless speedily relieved. The 
appearance of showers on Thursday 
and Friday over parts of the drouth 
area served to relieve speculative ap- 
prehension to some extent and’ quite 
general reactions occurred, leaving the 
market toward the end of the week 
rather easy in tone. 

A number of complaints have been 
received from Alabama, Georgia and 
the Carolinas, which heretofore have 
been reporting quite satisfactory pros- 
pects, but it was not believed that tne 
eastern belt situation had suffered any 
material setback which timely rains 
could not overcome. In some quar- 
ters it was feared that rains in Texas, 
such as are needed to be of any perma- 
nent benefit to the crop, might result 
in increased activity of the boll wee- 
vil. Bulls also pointed out that the 
government report, which will be com- 
piled as of July 25, is likely to reflect 
the unfavorable weather conditions in 
Texas which have been a feature for 
several weeks. 

Aside from weather reports, which 
practically dominated the market all 
the week, there was not much news of 
importance. New bales were received 
from Georgia, Alabama and ‘Texas, 
although it was not expected that the 
movement would reach any large vol- 
ume for a couple of weeks at least: 
whereas, spinnners are said to be short 
of white cotton, which is scare and 
commands high premiums. They have 
contracted for only a very small part 
of their future needs, and hedging op- 
erations, which are usually such a 
year, have been almost entirely ab- 
year, have been alomst entirely ab- 
sent. Meantime speculative interest 
continues chiefly on the southwestern 
crop situation, which will doubtless 
exert a leading influence on the mar- 
ket in the near future. 


WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED 
BY COMMERCIAL AGENCY 


New York, July 24.—Dun’s review 
will say tomorrow that further gradual 
improvement in the business situation 
is apparent at a time when a pause in 
mercantile and industrial activity is 
customary. Considerable irregularity 
still characterizes reports from the 
leading centers, yet favorable influ- 
ences predominate. While complaints 
are heard of damage to the grain and 
cotton crops, another prosperous year 
on the farms is virtually assured. 
Enhancement of values in iron and 
steel is a reflex of better conditions 
in that trade. In copper quietness is 
pronounced and an easier trend is 
manifest. 

A waiting attitude on the part of dry 
g00ds merchants is noted. There have 
been active openings of men’s wear. 
yet new business is below that of a 
year ago.

Interest in monetary affairs has cen- 
tered chiefly on developments in for- 
eign exchange, which has advanced 
sharply.

Grave _ possibilities 
the strong Austrian note to Servia, 
which virtually took the form of an 
ultimatum demanding the suppression 
of the Pan-Servian movement and the 
punishment of those concerned in the 
assassination of the late Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand, are recognized in 
official circles here. It is realized that 
further serious developments in 
Austro-Servian relations are inevitable 
unless Servia complies with the Aus- 
trian demands.

It was stated today that Germany 
had not been consulted regarding the 
Austrian note to Servia before its de- 
livery, but that she thoroughly ap- 
proved the step taken, and was pre- 
pared for all the consequences that 
might ensue. 

It was pointed out that should Rus- 
sia take part against Austria. Germany 
was fully prepared to draw the sword 
on behalf of her ally in accordance 
with the terms of the triple alliance 
between Germany, Austria and Italy.

Washington, July 24.—An agreement 
was reached by the house public lands 
committee and the interior and navy 


departments today on a bill to provide | 
for the temporary development of oil | 


and gas on lands, particularly in Cali- 
fornia, in dispute between the govern- 
ment and private claimants. 

The proposed law would allow pres- 
ent occupants of the lands, whose title 
is contested by the governments, to 
develop and protect and the oil re- 
sources under agreements with the de- 
partment of the interior. which would 
impound or divide the proceeds of such 
development pending the settlement of 
the disputes over time. 

An amendment agreed upon today 
would provide that the money accruing 
to the United States under such agree- 
ments dealing with land in naval pe- 
troleum reserves should be set aside in 
a& separate fund for the use of the navy 
under the control of congress.

Measure Provides Scheme 
for Taxing Gambling in 
Cotton Futures and Adopts 
_ Standard of Grades. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washineton, July 24.—(Special.)— 
Legislation to curb the grosser evils of 
cotton exchange gambling, which has 
been perfected by a conference com- 
mittee of the senate and hotise was re- 
ported to the house this afternoon and 
will undoubtedly receive the approval 
of President Wilson within another 
week. 

This outcome of a fight which has 
been waged for several years with the 
active co-operation of the cotton farm- 
ers through their organizations and as 
strenuously opposed by the New York 
Cotton Exchange and their able coun- 
sel has delighted the representatives 
from cotton-growing states. 

The object of the bill is to compel 
the adoption of a fair and honest fu- 
ture contract, one which stands for 
real cotton and which must be 
by the tender of real cotton when deé- 
manded. It will prevent waste cotton 
being used to depress the price of good 
cotton and will undoubtedly put up the 
price of next season’s crop one or two 
cents. 

Effective in Six Months. 

These things will certainly be 
brought about if the existence of the 
exchanges, as now conducted, has pro- 
duced the evils commonly charged to 
them. Six months will elapse from the 
approval of the bill to the time it will 
become effective. This is to permit the 
department to revise the government 
standard grades. Reform of the cotton 
exchanges is to be effected by taxing at 
a prohibitive rate contracts which do 
not conform to the regulations. No tax 
at all is levied upon future contracts 
which do conform to the regulations. 

The only difference between the sen- 
ate and house bills was as to the form 
of the corrective legislation. Both 
were agreed as to what was needed. 
The house bill was a tax measure 
whereas the senate proposed to curb 
dishonest contracts through the regu- 
lation of the mails and other interstate 
means of communication. The house 
plan was adopted, except that no tax 
at all was placed on contracts which 
comply with the new law. 

Experts Given Credit. 

Among the experts of the depart- 
ment of agriculture who are given the 
main. credit for working out the details 
of the bill are Francis G. Caffee, so- 
licitor; ~%. J. Cobb, chieff of the mar- 
kets divisions, and Nathan C Cobb( cot- 
ton expert. The conference commit- 
tee whi¢h perfected the bill consisted 
of Senators Hoke Smith, of Georgia; 
Morris Sheppard, of Texas, and James 
H. Brady of Idaho, and Representative 
Asbury F. Levier, .of South Carolina; 
Gordon Lee, of Georgia, and Gilbert 
Haugen, of lowa.

The scheme for 
the dishonest delivery, which has been 
a part of the New York cotton ex- 
change contracts, has enabled them to 
sell cotton at from 1 cent to 1% cents 
a pound less than it would have been 
sold on the exchange had their con- 
tracts been honest and required de- 
livery. 

“It has costthe farmers of the south 
more than $5 a bale on each bale they 
have sold for the past twente-five 
years.

20 PEACE TREATIES 
ARE SENT TO SENATE 
FOR RATIFICATION 


Washington, July 24.—President Wil- 
son sent to the senate today for ratifi- 
cation Secretary Bryan's new peace 
treaties with twenty nations providing 
for investigation of disputes in all 
cases where diplomacy has failed. They 
are the treaties the president wants 
ratified before congress adjourns. 
whether they can be pushed through 
is considered doubtful. 

The treaties are 
Guatemala, Panama, 
agua, The Netherlands, Bolivia, Por- 
tugal, Persia, Denmark, Switzerland, 
Costa Rica, Dominican Republic, Vene- 
zuela, Italy, Norway, Peru, Argentina, 
Brazil and Chile. The three latter 
were signed today. Similar conven- 
tions with Great Britain and France 
have not yet been signed. 

Administration senators have agreed 
to do their best to have the treaties 
favorably reported speedily. The for- 
eign relations committee will meet 
Wednesday, when Colonel Roosevelt's 
request for a hearing on the Colombian 
treaty will be considered.
